SEMINOLES RETURN TO OLD) 
HAUNTS AT SILVER SPRINGS: 


SILVER SPRINGS, Fla. Dec. 20. 
(Special)—after lapse of nearly 
a century during which the Red 
‘Man has been singularly absent 
from his accustomed haunts at 
Silver Springs, some fifty Semi- 
noles haye returned here to occupy 
a model Indian village on the ex- 
Act spot where their leaders first 
raised the war cry of “Yee-hee-o- 
hee” in 1835. 

‘This straggling group together 
with their brothers in the Ever- 
lades are all remaining of that fn- 
domitable nation who alone of all 
Indian tribes successfully defied 
the United States army and never 
were conquered. Always ready to 
treat for peace, the Seminoles were 
adamant only on one point, their 
refusal to quit Florida for the 
Indian reservation in Arkansas. 
‘That some of them did surrender 
and consent to removal was only 


because they were weary of war} 


and desired peace at any price. The 
hardiest held out, even though their 
number was believed to have been 
reduced to only about 100 in the 
impenetrable morasses of the Ever- 
glades, and the members of the 
Seminole Indian village at Silver 
Springs are descendants of that 
Hardy strain.
